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PRAYER ANSWERED. 
Parents who have prayed for years 
often go to the grave 
without seeing the conversion they 
bave so.ardently desired, but the bless- 
ing often comes, though they are not 
living to witness it. The following 
incident shows how prayer, even for an 
unborn babe may lead to conver- 
sion: 

Capt. Mitchel R - was, from 
early life, accustomed to the sea. He 
commanded a merchant ship that sailed 
from Philadelphia. After his mar- 
riage he again went to sea, and com- 
mitted to writing, while in a highly de- 
votional frame of mind, a prayer for 
the temporal and eternal happiness 
of his beloved wife and enborn babe. 

This. prayer, nearly filling a sheet of 
with his other 
writings, atthe bottom of the old chest. 
The captain died before the completion 
of the voyage, ia the year 1757, and 
his instruments, papers &c., were re- 
turned to his wife. Finding that they 
were generally what she could not un- 
derstand, she locked up the chest for 
her babe, (who proved to be her g0D,) 
at some future time. 

At eighteen this son entered the army 
and in 1775 he marched for Bos- 
ton. He gave the reins to his lusts, 
and for many years yielded to almost 
every temptation of sin. Atlength he 
was called to the death bed of his 
mother, who gave him the key to his 
father’s chest, which, however, he did 
not open, lest he should meet with 
something of a religious kind that 
should improve his sins and harrass his 


feelings, 


At length, in 1814, when in his fifty- 
sixth year he determiued to examine 
its whole contents. When he reached 
the botom he discovered a paper, neat- 
ly folded and‘endorsed, “The paper of 
Mitchel R for blessings on his wife 
and child, Aug. 23,1757.” He read it 
the scene, the time, the place, the cir- 
cemstances under which it was written 
and put there, all rashed upon his mind 
and overwhelmed him; 
widdowed mother had led him to the

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DEBATE ON NEGRO SUFFRAGE. | 
Mr. Bingham noticed a remark of 


Mr. Chandler, that those only are enti- 
tled to liberty who themselves strike 
the blow, and said.a blush of shame 
should come on the gentleman’s cheek 
when he uttered it. It should not be 
forgotten that Gen. McClellan, when 
commanding our armies in Virginia, 
issued a proclamation notifying the in- 
surgents that if any of their slaves 
Should rise in revolt and strike for 
their liberty, he would erush them with 
his iron hand and his whole military 
force, and in view of the fact the gen- 
tleman reproached the negroes because 
they did not strike for their freedom, 
traitors being on one side of them and 
McClellan on the other. 

Mr. Chanler replied that his aron- 
ment was not to show that negroes 
were incapable of the bloodiest deeds; 
but that no record of the black 
showed their capacity for self-govern- 
ment, or that they ever struck a blow 
for freedom and maintained it. 

Mr. Binghan, in reply, said that the 
negro was the only race that ever 
hewed its way out of chattel slavery 
to liberty without the aid of any other. 
When the reyolt in this country broke 
out, the blacks numbered only one- 
sixth of the entire people, but not with- 
standing that they had for generations 
been kept in the sad and miserable 
condition of slavery, when the words 
liberty and emancipation ran along the 
line, they arose as one man and 130,- 
000 of them arrayed themselves under 
the banner of the Republic, fought 
bravely and firmly, and helped to se- 
cure the final victory. He also allud- 
ed to the success of the negroes in 
Hayti now represented near this gov- 
ernment, 

Mr. Chanler, in conclusion, argued 
that the negroes are a race to be kept 
under. They listened to McClellan’s 
proclamation and crouched. They 
were unwilling to assert their indepen- 
dence at’the risk of their lives. 

Mr. Grinnel, (Iowa) noticed the re- 
Chanler that the negroes 
were as helpless as when they were in 
the wilds of Africa. Now, this was a
